C. Daily Transportation

Employer agrees to provide transportation between housing provided or secured by the employer and the employer’s worksite(s) at no 
cost to the worker. 20 CFR 655.122(h)(3). 

D. Compliance with Transportation Standards

Employer assures that all employer-provided transportation will comply with all applicable Federal, State, or local laws and regulations. 
Employer agrees to provide, at a minimum, the same transportation safety standards, driver licensure, and vehicle insurance as 
required under 29 U.S.C. 1841 and 29 CFR 500.105 and 29 CFR 500.120 to 500.128.

8. THREE-FOURTHS GUARANTEE:  Employer agrees to offer the worker employment for a total number of work hours equal to at least
three-fourths of the workdays of the total period beginning with the first workday after the arrival of the worker at the place of employment or
the advertised contractual first date of need, whichever is later, and ending on the expiration date specified in the work contract or in its
extensions, if any.  20 CFR 655.122(i).

The employer may offer the worker more than the specified hours of work on a single workday.  For purposes of meeting the three-fourths 
guarantee, the worker will not be required to work for more than the number of hours specified in the job order for a workday, or on the 
worker's Sabbath or Federal holidays.  If, during the total work contract period, the employer affords the U.S. or H-2A worker less 
employment than that required under this guarantee, the employer will pay such worker the amount the worker would have earned had the 
worker, in fact, worked for the guaranteed number of days.  An employer will not be considered to have met the work guarantee if the 
employer has merely offered work on three-fourths of the workdays if each workday did not consist of a full number of hours of work time as 
specified in the job order.

Important Note:  In circumstances where the work contract is terminated due to contract impossibility under 20 CFR 655.122(o), the three-
fourths guarantee period ends on the date of termination.   

9. EARNINGS RECORDS:  Employer agrees to keep accurate and adequate records with respect to the workers' earnings at the place or
places of employment, or at one or more established central recordkeeping offices where such records are customarily maintained.  All
records must be available for inspection and transcription by the Department of Labor or a duly authorized and designated representative,
and by the worker and representatives designated by the worker as evidenced by appropriate documentation.  Where the records are
maintained at a central recordkeeping office, other than in the place or places of employment, such records must be made available for
inspection and copying within 72 hours following notice from the Department of Labor, or a duly authorized and designated representative,
and by the worker and designated representatives.  The content of earnings records must meet all regulatory requirements and be retained
by the employer for a period of not less than 3 years after the date of certification by the Department of Labor.  20 CFR 655.122(j).

10. HOURS AND EARNINGS STATEMENTS:  Employer agrees to furnish to the worker on or before each payday in one or more written
statements the following information: (1) the worker's total earnings for the pay period; (2) the worker's hourly rate and/or piece rate of pay;
(3) the hours of employment offered to the worker (showing offers in accordance with the three-fourths guarantee as determined in 20 CFR
655.122(i), separate from any hours offered over and above the guarantee); (4) the hours actually worked by the worker; (5) an itemization
of all deductions made from the worker's wages; (6) If piece rates are used, the units produced daily; (7) beginning and ending dates of the
pay period; and (8) the employer's name, address and FEIN.  20 CFR 655.122(k).

For workers engaged in the herding or production of livestock on the range, the employer is exempt from recording and furnishing the hours 
actually worked each day, the time the worker begins and ends each workday, as well as the nature and amount of work performed, but 
otherwise must comply with the earnings records and hours and earnings statement requirements set out in 20 CFR 655.122(j) and (k).  
The employer agrees to keep daily records indicating whether the site of the employee's work was on the range or off the range.  If the 
employer prorates a worker's wage because of the worker's voluntary absence for personal reasons, it must also keep a record of the 
reason for the worker's absence.

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11. RATES OF PAY:  The employer agrees that it will offer, advertise in its recruitment, and pay at least the Adverse Effect Wage Rate

minimum wage rate, in effect at the time work is performed, whichever is highest.  If the worker is paid by the hour, the employer must pay
this rate for every hour or portion thereof worked during a pay period.

If the offered wage 
disclosed in this clearance order is based on commissions, bonuses, or other incentives, the employer assures that the wage paid will equal 
or exceed the monthly AEWR, the agreed-upon collective bargaining wage, or the applicable minimum wage imposed by Federal or State 
law or judicial action, whichever is highest, and will be paid to each worker free and clear without any unauthorized deductions.  The 
employer may prorate the wage for the initial and final pay periods of the job order period if its pay period does not match the beginning or 
ending dates of the job order.  The employer also may prorate the wage if an employee is voluntarily unavailable to work for personal 
reasons.  20 CFR 655.210(g).

13. ABANDONMENT OF EMPLOYMENT OR TERMINATION FOR CAUSE:  If a worker voluntarily abandons employment before the end of
the contract period, or is terminated for cause, employer is not responsible for providing or paying for the subsequent transportation and
subsistence expenses of that worker, and that worker is not entitled to the three-fourths guarantee, if the employer notifies the Department
of Labor and, if applicable, the Department of Homeland Security, in writing or by any other method specified by the Department of Labor or
the Department of Homeland Security in the Federal Register, not later than 2 working days after the abandonment or termination occurs.
A worker will be deemed to have abandoned the work contract if the worker fails to show up for work at the regularly scheduled time and
place for 5 consecutive work days without the consent of the employer.  20 CFR 655.122(n).

14. CONTRACT IMPOSSIBILITY: The work contract may be terminated before the end date of work specified in the work contract if
the services of the workers are no longer required for reasons beyond the control of the employer due to fire, weather, or other Act of God
that makes fulfillment of the contract impossible, as determined by the U.S. Department of Labor.  In the event that the work contract is
terminated, the employer agrees to fulfill the three-fourths guarantee for the time that has elapsed from the start date of work specified in
the work contract to the date of termination.  The employer also agrees that it will make efforts to transfer the worker to other comparable
employment acceptable to the worker and consistent with existing immigration laws.  In situations where a transfer is not affected, the
employer agrees to return the worker at the employer’s expense to the place from which the worker, disregarding intervening employment,
came to work for the employer, or transport the worker to his/her next certified H-2A employer, whichever the worker prefers.  The employer
will also reimburse the worker the full amount of any deductions made by the employer from the worker’s pay for transportation and
subsistence expenses to the place of employment.  The employer will also pay the worker for any transportation and subsistence expenses
incurred by the worker to that employer’s place of employment.  The amounts the employer will pay for subsistence expenses per day are
those amounts disclosed in this clearance order.  The amount of the transportation payment must not be less (and is not required to be
more) than the most economical and reasonable common carrier transportation charges for the distances involved. 20 CFR 655.122(o).

The employer is not required to pay for transportation and daily subsistence from the place of employment to a subsequent employer’s 
worksite if the worker has contracted with a subsequent employer who has agreed to provide or pay for the worker’s transportation and 
subsistence expenses from the present employer’s worksite to the subsequent employer’s worksite.

A.8a Job Duties - 1. General Farm Laborer

1.	Field Planting/Seeding: Worker will carefully hand transplant plants with employer-provided hand-shovel.  Plants shall be handled with care as not to break, damage or bruise the plant, while removing it from the tray and planting plant in the center of the predetermined hole. The plant
shall be placed into the ground, so the root structure is entirely coved with ground soil.  Plants will be centered in the hole as to not touch the sides of the plastic to prevent burning of the plant.

2.	Plants may be planted mechanically with a planter and the worker will ride the machine and place plants in the drops as the machine moves along the row.

3.	Seeds may be planted by hand.  Seeds will be placed into the predetermined hole in the row and placed no deeper than a half inch into the ground and covered with ground soil as instructed by supervisor.

4.	Irrigation: Worker will assemble, disassemble and repair irrigation equipment with employer provided wrenches as instructed. Worker will be required to stoop, bend and use a ladder as directed by supervisor. Worker will be required to lift up to 60 lbs.

5.	Thinning: Thinning is a manual process used to control the size and quality of crops. Worker identifies and removes misshapen, damaged and/or other not quality crop as directed by Employer.

6.	Baling: Worker will use tractor and machine to make bales of hay and straw in the field. Workers will stack bales by hand on wagon. Once full, wagon will be taken to barn where workers will stack the bales on the floor. Later workers will take the bales out of the barn and stack onto
pallets or in trucks. Workers will be required to lift up to 70 lbs.

7.	Greenhouse Activities: Worker will mix soil for filling flats and fill flats on flat filler machine and stack as directed. Worker will unstack soil trays, feed full trays through seeder, cover with soil, level soil, and then restack on pallet. Worker will then transport seeded trays into greenhouse
and place on to table/ground/racks in an orderly manner in accordance with supervisor instructions. Extra care must be taken not to disturb, disrupt or spill the planted seeds from the plastic tray cells during transport from seeder to table/ground/racks. Worker will be required to transplant
from plug trays into cell trays by removing plants at root base and transferring to opposite hand as directed by supervisor. Transplanting is done using a pinched-finger style. Worker will insert index finger in the middle of the cell and then insert 1 plant in a continuous motion. After
transplanting, worker will be required to lay out flats and place on to bed/ground/racks in an orderly manner in accordance with supervisor instructions. Worker will load flats of plants, according to same-lot of plants onto trailers or plant racks to be transported to field to be planted as

MOLOKHIA HARVEST: Workers will be instructed by supervisor each day on which method to use.

Method #1: Worker will move productivity along rows from start to end, stoop and bend to harvest plant according to size and quality and should
be free from dirt and weeds. Worker will cut plant with a knife and pile on the ground and then place the plants into a container. Once plastic
bags have been filled to maximum capacity, worker will carry the full containers to a nearby wagon, carefully place into bins on wagon and
return to row to repeat the task.

SWEET CORN HARVEST:  Worker must harvest to quality standards, which change depending on weather and market conditions.

The corn should be fully mature and free from defects as
directed by supervisor. The corn is harvested by snapping off the ear of the corn from the stalk and placed into a hamper. Worker will
fill hamper to maximum capacity and will carry the full hamper to a nearby wagon for dumping into a bin in a gentle motion as to not
damage product.

Employer distributes and posts housing rules listed below. Workers who do not comply with housing rules will face progressive discipline, up to and including termination of employment and removal from housing.

Employer generally uses 3-step disciplinary process:
1) written warning for first violation,
2) written warning for second violation,
3) termination upon third violation.

See work rules below for additional information regarding disciplinary process.

Housing Rules:
1.	Occupant may occupy only Employer assigned housing unit.

10.	Occupant living in Employer's housing may not entertain guests in or on housing premises after 10:00 p.m. Sunday through Friday, or after 12 midnight on Saturday.

B.6 Job Requirements - Housing Terms/Rules 2 of 2

11.	Occupant may not interrupt other workers' rest/sleep period by excessive noise, including no loud music.

12.	Occupant may not fight, horse play, scuffle, throw things, be drunk, loud or rowdy or threaten or harass other occupants, create excessive noise, especially late at night, and being uncooperative with others.

13.	Occupant may not bring firearms or other weapons onto housing premises.

14.	Occupant may not post nor remove any notices, signs, posters, bulletin boards, or other documents from Employer provided housing without Employer permission.

15.	Occupant must not willfully abuse, damage or destroy any housing property or contents.

16.	Occupant may not remove beds, refrigerators, stoves, tables, chairs, or any other furniture/equipment from housing premises without Employer permission.

17.	Occupant will be terminated and removed from housing for stealing from Employer or other occupants,

18.	Occupant will be terminated and removed from housing for illegal drug or marijuana use, sale or possession.

19.	Occupant must not knowingly or deliberately engage in behavior or take actions to cause compliance issues.

20.	Dogs, cats and other pets are not permitted.

21.	Occupants and guests must park in designated parking areas only.

22.	Occupants may not drain grease or other cooking oils in sinks.

23.	COVID-19 Testing; Face Coverings:  Occupant may be required to wear face coverings, practice social distancing and be tested for COVID-19 consistent with legal requirements.  Employer will pay for testing.

24.	Resident Temperature Checks: Occupant may be required to participate in daily health screenings and/or temperature checks consistent with legal requirements.
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B.6 Job Requirements - Workers Compensation/WC Reporting Requirements

Contract hours represent anticipated work schedule. Prevailing practice results in adjusting hours and work schedule to meet
agriculture needs due to crop conditions, weather, and requirement to send product to market when fresh.

1. Disciplinary Process:  Worker must work productively and in compliance with Employer policies and job instructions.  Failure to follow rules and policies will result in worker discipline and may result in termination. Without limitation on at-will status,
Employer generally uses 3-step disciplinary process:  1) written warning for first violation, 2) written warning for second violation and suspension without pay for up to one full day, 3) termination for third violation. Certain violations are so severe that they
may result in termination without prior warning. Discipline Process is not contractual or guarantee of progressive discipline.  Employer reserves right to determine appropriate discipline based on circumstances including the following lawful job-related
reasons: a) not work efficiently or otherwise refuse without justified cause to perform directed work included in contract; b) commit serious act(s) of misconduct or serious or repeated violation(s) of employer work rules; c) fail after completing training
period to perform work; d) abandon employment; e) falsify identification, personnel, medical, production or other records; f) fail or refuse to take drug test when requested (Employer reserves right to conduct for cause, non-discriminatory drug testing at
Employer expense..  Drug test will not be utilized as pre-employment tool.); or g) fail to obey directions.

2. Prohibition on Charging Fees: Workers may not charge fees to other workers, including but not limited to kickbacks, bribes, recruitment fees, processing fees, and placement fees. Workers must report any fee immediately to Employer.

3. COVID-19 Testing:  Testing may be required consistent with legal requirements.

4. COVID 19 Daily Health Screenings:  Worker may be required to undergo daily health screening, including temperature checks, before entering workplace each day consistent with legal requirements.

5. COVID-19 Workplace Safety:  Worker will be required to comply with Employer rules regarding COVID-19 prevention consistent with legal requirements including Personal Protective Equipment (PPE) use such as face masks, face shields and
gloves, social distancing, hand sanitation and other workplace requirements.  Violations of COVID-19 rules are subject to Employer's three-step discipline process.

6. No Illegal Activities Permitted On Farm:  Worker must not participate in, or allow illegal activities on farm or worker housing areas, including, but not limited to theft, assault, and illegal drug use.

7. Alcoholic Beverages, Marijuana, Firearms, And Illegal Drugs:  Alcohol, marijuana, firearms and illegal drugs are not permitted in any field, farm building or work area.  This includes weapons under local carry and concealed weapons laws.

B.6 Job Requirements - 2. Work Rules: Performance/Conduct

8. Alcohol And/Or Drug Use:   Worker must not be under influence or impaired by alcohol, prescription legal or illegal drugs or medications, or other substances that may adversely
affect alertness, coordination, reaction response or safety during work hours. Employer may require alcohol and drug testing if reasonable suspicion that worker is under influence at
work, when worker suffers injury and requires medical attention or regulatory agency reporting either while on duty, or while on Employer's work premises.  Testing may also be
required if worker is involved in workplace injury resulting in damage to property or injury to others.  Grounds for reasonable suspicion include, but are not limited to observation of
slurred speech, bloodshot eyes, erratic behavior, difficulty walking, difficulty performing assignments, paraphernalia, and/or the smell of alcohol or drugs on worker. Worker agrees to
testing as a condition of employment.   Testing done at employer’s expense and not utilized as a pre-employment tool.

9. Discrimination / Harassment, Discrimination and/or harassment against Worker on protected characteristics is prohibited.  Concerns of prohibited harassment or discrimination
should be reported to Employer, worker's Supervisor, or Doug Horkey.  Employer will investigate reports and take reasonable responsive action as warranted to correct or prevent
violations.  Retaliation against worker who takes good faith actions under policy is prohibited.

10.  Bottles, Cans And Trash:  In work areas, worker must place trash in proper trash containers.  Glass bottles, cans or food containers are not allowed in fields or food handling,
packing/storage areas.  Worker must pick up all paper and trash brought to fields.

11.  Headphones and Cell Phones: The use of headphones for the purpose of listening to music is permitted during work activity except while driving company vehicles. The use of
cellphones is not permitted during work hours, except for listening to music when not driving or operating equipment.

B.6 Job Requirements - 3. Work Rules: Field/Work Area

Field and Work Area Rules

12. No Children In Fields And Work Areas:  Children are never allowed in fields, in or around worker cars near field, on or about farm equipment, or in food handling or storage areas. Worker must not misrepresent age or falsify age documents to gain employment, access or other purpose.

13. Visitor Policy:   No visitors allowed on farm premises, except worker housing, without Employer permission.  Visitors must report to office and sign visitor registration log.

14. Spraying:  Worker and vehicles must leave field during spraying.  If spraying occurs while Worker is at housing, Worker must take shelter inside housing unit and remain until spraying is complete.  Workers will be provided additional training and Personal Protective Equipment (PPE) if involved in spray application.

15. Parking:  Parking allowed in designated areas only.

16. Work Hours:  Employment hours are influenced by factors such as weather, harvest and market conditions, customer expectations and other business reasons.

17. Job Assignments: Employer assigns work and provides instructions.  Worker must not begin work prior to scheduled time. Worker must not leave job assignment area unless authorized. This includes leaving worksite to visit housing during work hours without authorization from supervisor.

18. Absences/Tardiness:  Unless excused in advance, worker is expected to work all scheduled days and hours.  Unexcused tardiness treated as an unexcused absence.  Domestic workers may be eligible for paid sick leave.

19. Lunch Period:  Worker must take unpaid lunch at Employer direction.  Worker may not work during lunch period.  Employer will deduct confirmed lunch periods from hours worked.

20. Breaks:  Worker will have two scheduled breaks each day.  Breaks shall not exceed 15 minutes.  Restroom visits should occur during scheduled breaks if possible.

21. Time Keeping: Worker who leaves for any reason during workday must mark out and in again at return.  If worker fails to properly mark in and out, Employer may adjust time to reflect absence. Worker will be required to clock in and out using electronic system provided by employer. Worker must not clock in for another worker, for
any reason.

22. Pay Check Receipt:  Worker must personally take delivery of own paychecks.  Worker may not pick up another worker's check.

23. Worker may never ride on agricultural equipment not designed for riding purposes. All work-related injuries must be immediately reported to Employer.

B.6 Job Requirements - 4. Work Rules: Health/Hygiene

24. Worker must wear assigned personal protective equipment at all required times.  Worker must wear proper clothing and footwear for conditions and all footwear must be closed-toe.

25. Wash your hands with soap and water before beginning work, after using the toilet, when returning from breaks, after smoking, etc.

26. There is no smoking or use of tobacco while handling produce, produce containers, in storage areas, in packaging areas, or in the fields. Leave these items in the break area.

27. There is no eating while handling produce, produce containers, in storage areas, in packaging areas, or in the fields. Leave food in the break area.

28. Drinking anything other than water from anything other than a clear plastic water bottle with a screw top is prohibited while handling produce, produce containers, in storage areas, in packaging areas. In the fields, single use cups may also be used.

29. Any cuts or scrapes need to be covered with a blue bandage. Report any cuts or scrapes to your supervisor and he will get you a blue bandage.

30. Seek medical help for injuries. First aid kits are available-ask your supervisor if needed.

31. Any product or packaging material that comes into contact with blood or bodily fluid needs to be destroyed. Report such incidences to your supervisor.

32. You are not allowed to handle produce or produce packaging material if you have a contagious illness (e.g., head cold, sinus infection, bronchial or lung disorders, diarrhea, infected wounds, etc.) Report any such illnesses to supervisor.  You may be assigned to another job while you are sick.

33. Jewelry other than a plain wedding band is prohibited while working

34. All items must be removed from your top shirt pockets.

35. Personal cleanliness should be practiced. This includes clean clothes, a daily shower, and keeping your hands and fingernails clean and trimmed. Nail polish is not allowed.

36. During food handling, habits such as spitting, scratching the head or other body parts is prohibited.

37. Tools that are used as part of your job such as knives and clippers may not leave the job site. If you do not know where to keep them, ask you supervisor.

38. Do not use produce containers such as boxes, bags, and hampers for anything other than its intended use. This includes not using them for trash.

39. There is NO glass allowed in the fields, produce storage areas, or packaging areas. If you find broken glass or plastic report it to your supervisor immediately.

40. Inform your supervisor if the restrooms or hand wash stations need to be replenished.

41. No personal items are allowed in the production areas. Items such as coats or lunch bags must be kept in the break room/designated area.

42. You are to use the toilet facilities when needed. Do not relieve yourself in the field or anywhere other than toilet facility.

43. Keep the break areas and restrooms clean and in order.

44. Keep your work area clean.

45. When handling certain products it may be necessary to wear hats or hairnets, gloves, and aprons. These items may not leave the work area. They must be removed prior to using the restroom or taking breaks. Leave them in the designated place.

46. Finished product that is opened and spilled, as well as corn and potatoes that come in contact with the floor need to be reran through the packing line or thrown away as directed by supervisor.

47. Report any suspicious activity or food safety risks to your supervisor. Report things such as:
